During ihe irtspectien Mo, Ihe lion was 
laying iin the enclosure. The botlpm perimeler pi the enclosure 15 net secured te the ground. Inside the enelcsere is e 
grass / dirt surface with no protection around tna parlmetar m case thesa animals attempted to dig out. Tha laollly 
must be constrwted of such malerial and of such sinength as appropriate for ihe animals involved. Outdoor housing 
lacililies shall be structurall'y sound and shall cbniain the animals.

The tigers and lions at this facilities winter quarters are currently housed similar to traveling status, All the enclosures 
en the trailer that measure B' L x 4' W i 4' H, ere back te t>ack divided by a row d wijcd 
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panels aixl placed side Cy side Each endesune has a vertca) sliding! door that can open ar*d close as needed This 
provides cpnlainimnt Ipr ere pr mprp ligpra or ligra end movement to end Irpm the exercise Ireining ring enclesure 
as neibdcd. During this Inspection I observed iwo Hons Bruiser and RokIo m four enclosures with all doors open 
measuring, 24' L j( 4’ W x 4' H. Kaya Ihie white ti^r and Chi Chi the Hon was in a separate errclosune at the rear of 
the trailer on the ground neer live ring meeeuring, 10' L x 12' W x 4' H. The tiger g £heih end Nippe wes in one 
enclosure that measured, ifi' L x 4' W x 4" H. Zulas the white tl^er was In an enclosure on the ground on the srde ol 
the trailer opposiie Kaya and Chi Chi that measured 10' L x 12' W x 4' H. not sufficient in height. 

Enclosures that are 4' wide do not allow sufficieni space lo allow each liger and lion lo turn around without berKJing 
and rubbing against the wood and wire enclosures. Enclosures that are only 4’ high does not allow each liger and 
lion to stand on two 1^1 wiltuuL having oonlact with Ihe top of the enctosure. The enclosure housing Kaya and Chi 
Chi nreasures 12' L x 10' W x 4' H, does nol provide enot>gh space for both tigers to allow normal postural 
movemenlg, social adjustmenlg wi|h adgquale Freetjqm pf movemenl. The Hgprs and liprts ara rubbing their 
onolosuros duo to InsuHICfant space oould cause skin irritations and or unnecossary discomfort. The titans and Hons 
shall t>s able to stand for siretohing, pla'ying, or any reason at alH limes Although the tigers and lions do appear to he 
heallhy. ihay need additinnal epaca to allow normal pusiuraJ nnovamenia, eucial adjuatmenta with adaquata freadom 
of movement.
